In the first place the doctor on board 
the Parisian apparently did not notice 
a mild case of smallpox amongst the 
immigrants. The quarantine officer at 
port. of landing passed the same. Then 


‘the medical attendant at the immigrat- 


ion hall here sent a caze of smallpox up 
to the Winnipeg general hospital as a 
ease of measles without due investigat- 
ion. At the hospital the patient occu- 
pied the measles ward. with others for 
three days after the rash was fairly well 
developed without the medical atten- 
dant knowing what it was. A medical 
man in town, according to his own 
statement, had a suspicious case ip his 
Office. Instead of sending that case 
back to the infected louse from which 
he came, be gave him an order for ad 
mission to the general hospital, where 
there are at least 200 people, more or 
less exposed. Not. being admitted 
there, he was examined and directed by 
the medical superintendent of the Win- 
nipeg general hospital to go to St. 
Boniface hospital. where there were 
159 people exposed, more or less, In 
travelling between the coctor’s office 
and these twwhospitals there was an 
unkaown number exposed on the street 
cars. 

All of those who have contracted 
the disease up to date, four in number 
outside the first two immigrants, con- 
tracted it from exposure in the Winni- 
peg general hospital. It is thought by 
citizens that a full, through public in- 
vestigation of the whole matter should 
be at once instituted. 

There is a general feeling that every- 
thing that can be is being done by the 
medical profession to repair the mis- 
takes of the first few days, but it is 
feared the last cases have not yet Leen 
seen,

The animals are 
killed in batches of four at a time and 
dressed immediately after being shot 
down and bled.

The 
earcases are frozen before being placed in 
the store room and will keep in prime 
condition for weeks or even months if 
necessary.
